Ottawa, Visted Coleman’s Russian 
Citizens on Tuesday Afternoon 


A wire was received Sunday af¬ 
ternoon from Ottawa informing 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles MacQuarrie 
of the death in action in Norman¬ 
dy of their son, Pte. Wesley, aged 
23, on Saturday July 1. 

Pte. MacQuarrie, according to 
a letter received from him a few 
days prior to the wire, informed 
his parents that he had been with 
the first assault troops on the 
Normandy shores. He had been in 
action fourteen days before (being 
killed in fierce fighting. 

Born at Cabri, Sask. he came 
with hip parents to Coleman 
when five years old. He was edu¬ 
cated and grew into young man¬ 
hood here. He worked for a little 
more than a year at International 
tipple before enlisting in the 
army. He had been overseas two 
years last Mjarch and landed in 
Fiance June 6. 

Besides his parents he is sur¬ 
vived by a brother, Pte. Allister, 
who was last heard from in Eng¬ 
land, and three sisters.

First Time Coleman Has been 
Honored by Visit from So 
Important Russian Diplomatic 
Official; Banquet Held in his 
Honor; Given Civic Welcome 
Coleman’s Russian citizens re¬ 
ceived great honor on Tuesday 
afternoon when their invitation 
to G. A. Pavlow, Russian consul 
at Ottawa, was accepted and he 
stopped off here for the evening 
while enroute from Vancouver to 
Ottawa. A large Russian delega¬ 
tion met him at the train. 

A banquet was held in hia^ hon¬ 
or at 6 o’clock Tuesday evening 
which was attended by the Rus¬ 
sian people and representatives 
from various Balkan countries 
resident here as well as Deputy 
Mayor W. Dutil and several citi¬ 
zens representing local organiz¬ 
ations. 

D. Hoyle, chairman, introduced 
the honored guest prior to the 
supper. Following a sumptuous 
feast the chairman, in his open¬ 
ing remarks, bade welcome to 
the honored guest. Mr. Hoyle is 
also chairman of the C.N.P. Ca¬ 
nadian-Soviet Friendship Coun¬ 
cil, and extended a welcome from 
that body as well as a welcome 
from Coleman branch of the A.T. 
A. and also the school students. 

Deputy Mayor W. Dutil ex¬ 
tended the honored guest a civic 
welcome and stated the town was 
proud to play host to Mr. Pav¬ 
low. He praised the work of the 
local Russian citizens in both 
Red Cross and supporting war 
charities. 

Mack. Stigler, secretary of the 
U.M.W.A., Coleman branch, wel¬ 
comed the honored guest to Cole¬ 
man on behalf of the mine work¬ 
ers. Censorship had been lifted, 
stated Mr. Stigler, and the real 
truth about the Soviet had been 
revealed. As a result friendship 
had sprung up between the allied 
Nations and the Soviet which 
should be safeguarded both in 
war and peace. 

Mayor Enoch Williams, of 
Blairmore, paid tribute to the 
heroic Red Army for the valu¬ 
able service rendered in the win¬ 
ning of the war. He stated we 
would have to be ever vigilant 
that the friendship between Brit¬ 
ain, Canada, U.S.A. and the So¬ 
viet Union be safeguarded, He 
stated Russia was the greatest 
Democracy in the world. 


Other speakers who made ad¬ 
dresses in their native languages 
included Nick Urewich, Mrs. P. 
Lesinsku, Louis Kalavoda, An¬ 
drew Haluck, Mrs. A. Haluck. 

Peter Meroniuk stated the local 
Russian people had every right 
to be excited over the visit of a 
representative of the Russian gov¬ 
ernment. He had great admira¬ 
tion for Russia for experimenting 
as she had done these past years. 

He stated Mir. Povlow had 
shown keen interest in local con¬ 
ditions. Coleman had distinguish¬ 
ed itself by the support it had 
sent to national headquarters. 

Mr. Pavlow thanked all for their 
wonderful welcome. He gave a re¬ 
sume of Hitler’s treacherous at¬ 
tack on Russia, of how he had 
destroyed the Soviet territory he 
had captured and his endeavor to 
destroy Soviet culture and Ger¬ 
manize the Soviet people. Hitler 
had possessed great advantages 
and won initial success until the 
Soviet government and people 
had risen in mortal fury and driv¬ 
en back the invader. 

He listed three aims of the 
Soviet government. To free So¬ 
viet territory, to free Soviet citi¬ 
zens who have been sent into 
slavery by the Nazis and to free 
the invaded countries of the Bal¬ 
kans. The Soviet Army was fed 
k>y—free peoples of the Sov¬ 
iet who were fast pushing Hitler 
from the sacred soil of the Sov¬ 
iet. The world was a witness to 
the horrible crimes of the Ger¬ 
mans. He praised Canada’s aid to 
the Soviet. * , 

He dealt with the misunder¬ 
standing that the world had in re¬ 
gard to Russia (before the war. 
Several months after the Ger¬ 
man Soviet conflict doubt still re¬ 
mained in the uninds of the Al¬ 
lied peoples as to Russia’s ability 
to stand up. He stated the real 
strength of the Soviet Army lay 
in the strength of her people. 
Russia now had superiority over 
Germany in the munitions of war. 
He stated there was reason to be¬ 
lieve that the war was entering 
its last stage. 

Following his address he was 
presented with two bouquets of 
flowers from little girls dressed 
smartly in native costumes. 

A dance followed the banquet 
and addresses.

Enlisted Sept. 13, 1939 
A wire dated July 7 has been 
received this week from Ottawa 
by Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Kroesing 
informing them that their eldest 
son, Sgt. George Kroesing, is of¬ 
ficially reported missing in action. 
The date when he became miss¬ 
ing is not yet available and other 
information will be forthcoming. 

.Born in Pincher Creek Sept. 23, 
1918, he came to Coleman with his 
parents when two years of age 
and has resided here till his en¬ 
listment in Sept. 13, 1939. He 
worked for a little more than 
a year at International. 

He enlisted with the Calgary 
Highlanders and went overseas in 
August, 1940. Last year he trans¬ 
ferred to the paratroopers and 
took his first jump in February, 
1944. 

In the July issue of the Mon¬ 
treal Standard he is shown along 
with a number of other Canadian 
parachutists who dropped near 
Caen in the early hours of the in¬ 
vasion of France. 

He has a brother, James, over¬ 
seas and a sister in the CWAC.

OTTAWA. — Wool'en garments, 
farm machinery, canned fish and 
wheat will be among the items 
which Canada, as a member of the 
United Nations relief and rehabilita¬ 
tion administration, will be expected 
to furnish the peoples of countries 
liberated from the enemy, it was 
announced. 

The announcement, made by Roy 
F. Hendrickson, head of the U.N.- 
R.R.A. bureau of supplies, in a state¬ 
ment made public simultaneously in 
Ottawa and Washington, said 
rangements were being made with 
the Canadian government for the 
production of about $6,000,000 worth 
of woollen utilitarian garments to be 
distributed among liberated peoples. 

Plans have been completed to 
produce approximately 25,000 tons of 
farm machinery for use in the liber¬ 
ated areas, and orders have been 
placed for some 14 400,000 pounds of 
Canadian canned fish, including 
canned cod, haddock, mackerel and 
mackerel fillets. 

The farm equipment to be pro¬ 
duced would include plows, discs, 
harrows, grain drills and harvesting 
machinery for use in the production 
of food crops in liberated areas. 

Plans for the procurement of 
other products, including wheat, 
were being discussed. 

The products would be paid for 
out of the $77 000,000 voted this year 
as Canada’s financial contribution to 
U.N.R.R.A.

BARLEY KING DEAD 

Alberta Man Became Famous And

The Dominion Department of 
Labour is to commence immediat¬ 
ely a survey to secure advance in¬ 
formation of the postwar employ¬ 
ment situation in Canada. As a 
first step, it is proposed to can¬ 
vass all establishments with 200 
or more employees, excepting con¬ 
struction firm, governm’t offices 
National Defence offices, crown 
companies and hospitals. Subse¬ 
quent surveys will be extended to 
small employers. 

The survey will be conducted 
by personal interview and ques¬ 
tionnaire, and will be confiden¬ 
tial. It will attempt to ascertain 
the factors which influence em¬ 
ployment. The demolbilization of 
the war economy and the length 
of the transition period have im¬ 
plication for the demobilization of 
the armed forces, vocational 
guidance and re-training of dis¬ 
placed workers and the planning 
and timing of public works. 

Employers will be visited by a 
representative of the department 
of labor who will request infor¬ 
mation estimates and opinions 
relative to post-war employment. 
The first survey must be com¬ 
pleted and questionnaires be in 
regional offices by July 29, 1944.

A Message to 
Canadian Motorists 


T HE invasion of Europe has thrown 
a vast and critical burden upon 
the petroleum resources of the United 
Nations. 

In the first eight days of the cam¬ 
paign alone Allied aircraft flew 56,000 
sorties. Many thousands of oil-burn¬ 
ing warships and landing barges are 
shuttling ceaselessly across the Chan¬ 
nel. Tanks, trucks, jeeps, mobile 
artillery, ambulances, by the thou¬ 
sands, are in action. 

The driving power behind all this 
activity is petroleum — gasoline and 
fuels drawn from a dwindling crude 
oil supply. But—there is only so much 
oil. If existing supplies are to prove 
adequate, the most stringent economy 
of gasoline and fuel oil must be prac¬ 
tised here at home. 

Canada is able to produce only 15% 
of her own gas and oil needs. The 
remainder must be imported from the 
common pool of the United Nations 
and the bulk of this is shipped here 
by tankers. Critical manpower is 
needed to produce our gasoline and 
oil. Precious lives and precious ships 



must be risked to deliver it to our 
shores. 

Invasions, and the difficulties of 
supply and transportation are not our 
only problems. Right here in Canada 
gas and oil are needed in enormous 
quantities for vital war purposes. The 
Commonwealth Air Training Plan 
has consumed as much as 548,000 
gallons in a single day. Canada’s 
Navy — expanded since war began 
from 15 ships to 650—consumes over 
2,150,000 gallons every week. Army 
training, war plant operation, food 
production, essential trucking-all 
are huge consumers of gasoline and 
petroleum products. 

Gasoline is ammunition — ammu¬ 
nition of which we 
have all too little. To 
waste a gallon of it is a 
crime against our fight¬ 
ing men.

Alberta’s 219 co-operatives did

Sir Samuel Hoare, ambassador to 
Spain, has been made a viscount, an 
announcement from Prime Minister 
Churchill's residence said. 

John Peacock, director of egg sup¬ 
plies in the British Ministry of Food, 
told the Canadian Produce Associa¬ 
tion that "dried eggs have been an 
absolute Godsend to us.” 

The British Commonwealth Air 
Training Plan has almost 12,000 
planes, more than 5,000 single-en¬ 
gined aircraft and nearly 6,000 twin- 
engined.

NATIONAL HEALTH PLAN 

Announcement by Prime Minister 
King that public-health administra¬ 
tion is to be under a department of 
health and social welfare instead of 
one of social welfare as recently 
proposed, has been greeted with sat¬ 
isfaction by public-health officials 
and the medical profession gener¬ 
ally. 

Emphatic opposition to the earlier 
proposal was registered by the Cana¬ 
dian Medical Association, the Health 
League of Canada, the Canadian 
Public Health Association, and by 
representative public-health men. 

Reorganization was made neces¬ 
sary at Ottawa by the Government's 
decision to make pensions a responsi¬ 
bility of a new department of veter¬ 
ans’ affairs. 

Since 1928 both pensions and na¬ 
tional health have been handled by 
one department, with two branches. 

The original Department of National 
Health was founded In 1919 after 40 
years of effort by leading public 
men, and its institution at that time 
was due in a large measure to the 
serious venereal-disease situation at 
the close of the war.

Million And A Half Tons Of Paper 
s Collected In Britain 

Almost a million and a half tons 
of wastepaper have been collected 
for salvage in Britain since the war 
; began, according to the British In- 
j formation Service. And that’s not 
all by any means. Approximately 
i 42,924 tons of bones, 81,407 tons of 
! rags, 945,189 tons of kitchen waste 
together with the wastepaper, and 
large quantities of metal and rubber 
make up the total of three million 
tons of salvage. 

It is interesting to compare the 
amount of salvage collected in Bri¬ 
tain during December, 1943, the 
latest figures available, and the 
amount of salvage collected In. the 
Dominion in that month. Britain with 
a population more than four times 
as great as Canada gathered to¬ 
gether 76,723 tons of salvage during 
the month, whereas Canada salvaged 
! during the same period, approxi- 
| mately 22,752 tons. If Canada's pop-

Battle Of Weeds 

They Compete With Crops For Water 
And Other Nutrients 
The production of crops is largely 
a battle with weeds. Because weeds 
compete with crops for water, 'light, 
and the mineral nutrients found in 
the soil, the argument that a few 
more weeds cannot make any differ¬ 
ence to the crops shows a lack of 
knowledge of the competition which 
the crops have to meet from weeds 
in infested fields, states the Na¬ 
tional Weed Committee. Many peo¬ 
ple accept such weeds as lamb’s 
quarters and pigweed as a matter of 
course, but the amount of water 
required to produce one pound of 
lamb’s quarters (dry weight) is very 
much greater than that needed for a 
pound of oats. Oats require 597 
pounds of water to make one pound 
of dry matter, but one - pound of 
lamb’s quarters uses up 801 pounds 
of water.
